There are about 1800 credit unions in the United States and 
possessions, of which over 8700 are Federal Credit Unions such as 
we have here in Greenbelt.

Not 
only is it the oldest financial institution as well as the oldest coopera-

Program Starts 


In Greenbelt Schools on October 21 


Chairman Center School PTA 


Tuberculin testing by Health Department Nurses will start 


Oct. 21 in Greenbelt schools. Dr. 


Grant, Prince Georges County As- 


sistant Health Officer, discussed details of the new program Thurs- 
day, Oct. 9, at a meeting of the County PTA Health Committee at 


the Cheverly Elementary School. 


He pointed out that this program 


is based on an evaluation of tuberculosis control in Prince Georges 
County completed in the Health Department during Sept., 1957. The 
program was approved by the Medical Society in early 1958 and 
endorsed by the County Tuberculosis Association (which has pro- 


vided funds to initiate it). 

The objectives as outlined by the 
Health Department are: 

1. To uncover cases of previously 
unknown tuberculosis among schoo} 
children, school personnel and their 
contacts. 

2. To secure information concern- 
ing the prevalence of tuberculous 
infection in the various areas of the 
County. 

3. To follow up for a period of 
5 years children with positive re- 
actions to the tuberculin test. par- 
ticulary those in the 9th and the 
12th gardes. Chest x-rays and other 
available methods would be used 
to determine the number of these 
children who develop active tuber- 
culosis within the 5-year space. 

School children in the ist, 9th, 
and 12th grades and all school per- 

pnnel are eligible to participate in 
program. First graders were 
n because this is the earliest 
unity in which groups of chil- 
ire brought together outside 
pe environment. The 9th and 
ers-were chosen because: 
of these grades had pre- 
been eligible to receive 
K-rays at the State Mobile 
which is no longer being re- 
mended. 

. tuberculosis, a relatively un- 
mmon disease during the early 
school years, begins to become more 
common at about the time the chil- 
dren leave school. 

Letters will be sent home with 
further information, and it is ex- 
ceedingly important that signed 
requests be returned promptly to 
the school principal. This is im- 
portant for the Nurse so that she 
may plan adequately for the total 
number desiring the tuberculin 
test. 

The tuberculin test is a harmless, 
painless skin test done with a 
blunt needle just under the skin 
(usually on the forearm). Dr. Grant 
emphasized that there are no side 
reactions or after effects—and he 
has done thousands of tests. The 
Public Health Nurse who adminis- 
ters the test will return in 2 days 
to read the results. Parents will be 
notified of the results by either 
& card or a visit from. the nurse as 
soon as possible.

As evidence that the Credit Union is fulfilling its objectives, the 
vavings of Credit Union members amount to over $100,000.00, the 
highest figure in its history; while loans also are at a near all time 
high of $129,000.00. In fact, since its beginning the Credit Union 
has made loans totaling almost 1.5 million dollars. Of the many 
fine services the Credit Union has rendered to the community, one 
of the finest was the prompt action the Credit Union took when 
Greenbelt was sold by PHA to our locally formed Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corp. (now GHI). Many of the residents needed money for 
the required down payment in order to retain the homes they were 
renting and they literally swamped the Credit Union with applica- 
tions for loans. In all, about twenty percent of the 500 purchasers 
required by PHA before sale to the cooperative could be consum- 
mated obtained their down payment money from the Credit Union. 
It is a tribute to the character of the residents of this community 
that every loan was repaid in full. The Credit Union has been mak- 
ing loans for down payments on GHI homes ever since, thus pro- 
viding a better market for homes in the housing cooperative. 
Throughout its history the Credit Union is known for the genuine 
application of the credit union motto “not for profit, not for charity, 


but for service.” 


Greenbelt is fortunate in having a credit union. Of the various 
types of credit unions—office, factory, fraternal, religious groups, 
and many others, the urban community type of credit union such 
as we have here in Greenbelt is the least prevalent, there being only 
fifty of these throughout th U. S, and possessions. We suspect ‘that 
this is due largely to the fact that it requires a great deal of dedi- 
cated service by many competent people to operate a credit’ union 
successfully. Fortunately Greenbelt is well known for possessing 
that attribute. We would like to congratulate the men and women 


who today are guiding the Credit Union 


in its impressive 


achievements in community service, and to congratulate also those 
who in the past have made constructive contributions to the growth 
of the Credit Union here in Greenbelt.
